ON THE OUTSIDE 

At its appointment the Macmillan com- 
mission was promptly dubbed a “bankers’ 
commission,” because three of the five 
commissioners were members of that 
profession. The report agrees with the title 
at least to the extent that nobody but the 
bankers seem to be nominated to get much 
out of it. 

The one apparent exception is the re- 
commendation that investigation be made 
of the possibility of putting through some 
scheme to re-finance farm loans. That 
would help debt-stalled farmers. But in 
the circumstances this is as much in the 
interest of the banks and of mortgage 
holders as it is of the farmers. At present 
these creditors are not getting the interest 
on their loans, and are in prospect of los- 
ing the principal in a high percentage of 
cases unless some re-financing plan is car- 
ried through. 

The suggestion that a privately-owned 
central bank be established would offer 
the chartered banks the opportunity to 
secure control of the new institution, name 
its officers and dictate its policy. 

For the rest, the banks are advised to 
conduct their affairs so as to make friends 
and not enemies, and it is suggested that 
they be freed from the statutory limitation 
as to interest rates. If these are not find- 
ings in favor of the banks they certainly 
are not findings against them nor in favor 
of anybody else. 

Taken as a whole, the report proposes 
a program of window-dressing that would 
leave the control of the ion’s money 
supply, credit and buying power pretty 
much where it is, with the public on the 
outside looking in. 


THE “CRISIS” LOOMS UP 

The United States dollar is being stead- 
ily reduced in value, while nothing is being 
done to bring our swollen Canadian dollar 
down into working relationship with 
things as they are. The U.S. dollar has now 
got below the level of our stationary dol- 
lar. On Thursday a Canadian dollar was 
rated in New York as worth 4!4 cents 
more than an American dollar. 

That of course makes it cheaper to pay 
debts which Canadians or Canadian gov- 
ernments owe in the United States. There 
Should be joy in the heart of Hon. E. N. 
Rhodes, to whom the beginning and end 
ot the money question is the rate of ex- 
change. Provincial treasurers will also re- 
joice if they have bond or interest pay- 
ments to make in New York, as will treas- 
urers of municipalities and corporations 
fucing similar obligations. 

Mayor Davison of Calgary and the 
aldermen who supported him are the part- 
ies who have real cause for gratification. 
A year ago they went into rebellion and 
refused to pay tribute to Wall Street. Now 
they can turn the tables and send Wall 
Street fewer dollars than the bond 
for. 

The other side of the case is that Cana- 
dians will get fewer dollars for things they 
sell in the United States, or will sell fewer 
things there, whichever horn they choose 
to be urpaled upon. Our exports to the 
Unitec States are due to go down as the

US. d llar goes down, and our imports 
from that country to go up F 

In regard to world markets for com- 
moditics which the United States sells 


against us in active competition, we are 
out of the running. What Australia, with 
its che:p money, did to us in the wheat 
market in Great Britain, the United States 
is now getting into position to do in respect 
of all competitive commodities everywhere. 
That was what Mr. Bennett meant when he 
talked in mysterious language about a 
“srisis’’ that was due to confront Canada 
in a few weeks or months, and for which 
he did not suggest that he had any count- 
er-policy in mind. 
AN ENQUIRY IS NEEDED 

On the first page of this issue of The 
Bulletin is an arresting article dealing 
with the astounding circumstances in con- 
nection with the handing over of the 
Beauharnois Power Corporation project to 
its business rivals, without the payment of 
a dollar by the latter parties. The writer, 
Mr. J. S. Cowper, refers to it as a worse 
scandal! than the so-called “Beauharnois 
Scandal” when the present Government in- 


vestigated the monies that had been ex- | 
tracted by Ottawa politicians from the 

promoter of the Beauharnois project. It is | 
a matter that calls for a searching enquiry. | 

He would be a very simple person who 
would think that because the Canadian 
public is not allowed to hear of the finan- 
cial operations of Canadian magnates and 
investment bankers, that Canada is free 
from such scandals as those exposed by 
the U.S. Senate enquiry. 

Mr. Cowper, in the article on the Beau- 
harnois Power Corporation, has disclosed 
conditions much more serious in effect 
upon the public than those disclosed by the 
U.S. Senate enquiry. The political and fin- 
ancial jugglery which resulted in despoil- 
ing the young Canadian engineer-finan- 
cier, Mr. R. O. Sweezey, of the fruits of his 
enterprize, and the handing over, without 
a penny of cost, of the project to the power 
monopolists of Montreal affects more than 
political and financial morality. It affects 
the selling price of power obtained from 
the natural flow of the St. Lawrence River 
to every industrial user in the St. Law- 
rence Valley. It affects Canadian pros- 
perity. 

When the Quebec Government entered | 
into a lease of the Beauharnois water | 
power for development, it was with the ob- | 
vious intention that this—the greatest

capacity of 2,000,000 horse-power—should 
be used to give opposition to the existing 
power monopoly and make cheap power 
available for the development of electro- 
chemical and electro-metallurgical indus- 
tries along the great Canadian waterway.

In a sense I am re- 
sponsible for the book, or at least for the author. 
In an emergency Hon. Mr. Oliver appealed to me 
one day to find him a male secretary. Mr. Morton 
had been representing in the Press Gallery a news- 
paper opposed to the Oliver government. Through 
no virtue of mine and no fault of Morton's, I had

EGGS HAVE MANY USES IN DIET 

In Borneo, to provide the family with eggs, 
the husband hunts for turtle eggs buried three 
feet under sand. These turtle eggs are very large 
and only the yolk is eaten. In Austria and Hun- 
gary, an effort is being made to cure goitre by 
supplying a large amount of iodine in the food 
fed to hens, who then lay eggs 
containing five hundred times 
as much iodine as the ordinary 
egg. 

In America, a new movement 
has ‘been started to let poultry- 
men know that “contented hens” 
cared for and fed in the best 
possible way, lay eggs which 
have a better food value and 
also a finer flavor than other 
eges. In the laboratory, it has 
been found that the vitamin D 
in the egg yolk varies and de- 
pends on whether the hen is 
fed those foods which furnish 
vitamin D and on how much sunshine it gets. When 
produced under favorable conditions, egg yolks are 
a good source of vitamin D, ranking next after cod- 
liver oil, As this is the vitamin which helps to 
build strong teeth, we find that dentists are recom- 
mending that you eat one or two eggs each day. 
However, the reason most people eat eggs is not to 
cure goitre, or to help their teeth, but because 
they like them. 

Eggs form a very valuable addition to the diet, 
since they provide us with one of the finest forms 
of protein we can obtain. The whole eggs contains 
about 12 per cent protein. The egg yolk is rich in 
fat, provides us with vitamin A and also with a 
substance which is of value in rfourishing the 
nerves. The white of the egg, when beaten, has 
the power of becoming light and frothy and for 
his reason, the cook adds egg whites to fruits to 
make fruit whips. 

There is no reason to serve eggs the same way 
day after day as they may be prepared in a variety 
of ways and may be coddled, soft-boiled, poached, 
and made into omelets. Combined with milk, eggs 
make wholesome custards. Eggs are most easily 
digested when cooked slightly soft and are hardest 
to when fried hard enough to become 
leat Most people find that they are able to 
use one or two eggs a day with benefit and I would 
suggest that they be used by everyone, in addition 
to the other protein used, such as fish or meat. 

In buying eggs, the best grade are called 
“specials,” next come the “Extras,” and then the 
“Stande e. In comparing eggs with meat, 
figure that two large eggs weigh four ounces and 
it takes about eight large eggs to equal one 
pound of lean meat. Fresh egg sare a pure food 
and we have no proof that any disease has ever 
been carried to human beings by means of eggs. 
You are perfectly safe in eating an egg that tastes 
good and has no bad odor 

The food iron in the egg yolk in a form 
especially prepared by Nature for supplying the 
chick with the iron needed to build red blood cells, 
and this value is retained when the egg yolk is 
taken into the human body. It is not surprising 
that eggs are a body-building food, since from the 
food elements found in the egg, the baby chick is 
able to build his whole body, emerging from the 
shell healthy and lively. The only way we can 
improve on eggs for food is to use the unfertile 
ones, which keep better than those which are fertile 

Since eggs are lacking in bulk and in the 
alkaline clements, it is a good plan to make good 
these deficiencies by using non-starchy vegetables 
in the diet. The vegetables may be used at another 
meal of the same day or at the same meal as the 
eggs, if you wish 

I would suggest that you serve eggs regularly 
as you may be sure that properly prepared eggs 
are a healthful food.
